Wilson speaks 
about school 
safety to Rotary

“It hit us all very hard,” 
stated Hickman County Schools 
Superintendent Kenny Wilson when 
he addressed the Clinton Rotary Club 
on Wednesday, Dec. 19 following the 
recent tragedy in Connecticut. “Safety 
is the most important thing we do every 
day for our kids.” 

While nothing this drastic has 
affected the school children in Hickman 
County, Wilson did recall an incident 
that happened three years ago when a 
“dusting of snow” became eight inches 
of snow and school buses couldn’t run 
in the afternoon. “We got caught, as 
you could say, with our pants down 
and we did not send the buses home 
that afternoon,” he added. “I guess that 
is the first time in the history of the 
schools that the buses never ran. We 
felt it wasn’t safe enough to let them 
out on the highways.” 

This reiterates the fact that before 
those employed at the schools educate 
children, they must first keep them 
safe not only at school, but also while 
transporting them to and from school. 

Four years ago when Wilson 
and Casey Henderson, Assistant 
Superintendent and Director of 
Pupil Personnel arrived in Hickman 
County they set up an emergency plan 


for various scenarios that could be 
encountered at any time at either of the 
schools. Incidents like a spill from a 
turned over anhydrous wagon, a plane 
crashing into the school, and other 
various emergency events. 

There isn’t a plan for an incident 
such as the shooting at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School, but Wilson did say 
that school personnel have met with 
local law enforcement personnel from 
both the Clinton Police Department 
and the Hickman County Sheriff’s 
Department. “We met for an hour 
earlier in the week,” stated Wilson. 
“We plan to meet again and go over a 
detailed layout of each of the schools.” 

“There will be an increased presence 
of local law enforcement in our schools 
on a daily basis,” Wilson further stated. 
They will look to the Hickman County 
Fiscal Court to help fund a resource 
officer. 

Other actions taken by school 
personnel included a hard look at the 
pick up and drop off procedures. “We 
decided to not let adults come in,” he 
said. “Teachers come to front doors to 
pick up the smaller children.” 

“We have really stepped up our 
efforts,” concluded Wilson. “We will 
never let these efforts wane. We want 
all of the children to be safe.”

Concerned Clinton Residents, 

On behalf of the Clinton Police 
Department, I would like to provide a 
statement concerning our increase of 
presence at the elementary and high 
schools. There has been no threat 
whatsoever. Following the recent, 
horrific tragedy in Connecticut, our 
aim is to provide reassurance to this 
community, parents, children, and our 
school’s staff. We are committed to 
making this community, especially our 
schools, as safe as possible. 

A meeting between school officials, 
The Clinton Police Department, and 
The Hickman County Sherriff’s Office 
has already taken place to review safety 
procedures and standard protocol for 
crisis situations. Drills will take place in 


the near future to better prepare school 
staff and law enforcement officials in 
the event that a crisis situation takes 
place. The Hickman County Sheriff, 
Mark Green, made mention of looking 
into funding for a school resource 
officer in which his/her responsibility 
would be focused directly on the 
school system. Until such an officer is 
established, the community can expect 
to see a police cruiser on campus of 
both, elementary and high schools. 

I am sure parents of the elementary 
school have noted a few changes in 
drop-off/pick-up procedures. It is 
imperative that traffic in and out of 
the schools be minimized and closely 
monitored to provide the safest 
atmosphere possible for our children. It 
was also discussed that, in the event of a 


crisis situation, parents and community 
mambers should refrain from rushing 
the schools to allow law enforcement, 
other emergency services, and school 
staff the opportunity to carry out our 
plan of action. Let us pray this never 
occurs. 

I thank you in advance for your 
support and cooperation with law 
enforcement and school staff as we 
work together to ensure safety within 
our school system. As always, my door 
is open to any concerns, questions, or 
suggestions.

“It’s been a long time coming,” said 
Hickman County Judge/Executive Greg 
Pruitt. “The rumors are true.” 

Officials at Diversicare, a known leader 
in the long-term care, residential care, and 
senior’s housing industries, have signed a 
lease and taken over the Arbor Place facility, 
hoping to bring patients and residents in by 
June. 

When it was announced in April 2011 that 
Medicare/Medicaid termination was the 
driving force behind the closure of Arbor 
Place, Hickman County lost 104 jobs and 80 
residents. 

The devastating effects of the facility’s 
closure have been seen across the county 
over the past year. 

A prime example of the effect of Arbor 
Place’s closing has had on the county is the 
financial troubles that the Clinton-Hickman 
County Ambulance Service has been facing. 

According to Diversicare’s website, their 
mission is “to provide opportunities for 
residents, who are mainly older adults, to live 
as independently as possible, for as long as 
they are able, in an environment that provides 
the highest quality of healthy emotional, 
social and spiritual support.”

will be Administrator. Wilson grew up in 
Hickman County, graduated from Hickman

One New Year’s resolution 
that should be on every 
parent’s list is to talk to their 
kids about health related 
issues in 2013. Parents have 
more influence in a child’s 
development than anyone 
else, and discussing their 
views on health helps to 
shape their child’s behavior. 
The Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky released results 
from its Kentucky Parent 
Survey about how often 
parents talk to their children 
about certain health issues. 
The survey found that: 

More than half (53%) 
had shared their views on 
smoking or tobacco use with 
their child often or all the 
time. 

Nearly 2 in 3 (62%) of 
parents with older children 
said they discussed their 
views on drug use often or all 
the time during the past year. 

Just 1 in 5 (21%) of parents 
of older children said they 
had discussed their views on 
birth control with their child 
often or all the time during 
the past year. 

“This is a New Year’s 
resolution that parents can 
keep,” said Susan Zepeda 
President/CEO of the 
Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky. “Talk to your 
children about your views 
on dating and substance use 
and maintaining a healthy 
lifestyle.” 

Studies show that parental 
monitoring and engagement 
can deter children from 
unhealthy behaviors and 
help improve their academic 


achievement. The Kentucky 
Parent Survey also asked 
parents about spending time 
with their kids and how they 
learn to be good parents. 

Additional Kentucky 
Parent Survey highlights 
reveal: 

About 1 in 3 parents (33%) 
said they had played a sport, 
played a physical game or 
exercised with their child on 
5 days during the preceding 
week. 

More than half (54%) 
reported watching television 
with their child on at least 5 
days during the past week. 

Nearly half (48 %) indicated 
they eat meals together as a 
family every day (national 
average is 46%) 

About 2 in 3 (67%) said 
their child was responsible 
for completing a household 
chore on at least 5 days 
during the past week. 

Eight in ten parents (80%) 
said that they spent at least 
20 minutes talking with their 
child each day during the 
week prior to the survey. 

The main places where 
Kentucky parents turn for 
information on parenting are 
the mass media (30%); their 
parents, family, and friends 
(27%); and the internet 
( 21 %) 

When asked where they 
would look for information 
to keep their child healthy 
or to help him if he is sick, 
the main places named were 
health professionals (47%); 
the internet (25%); and their 
parents, family, and friends 
(17%). 


“Raising a child is 
important, challenging work 
- and it is a job that we 
believe Kentucky parents 
are committed to doing well. 
The Kentucky Parent Survey 
shows that majority of parents 
are engaged in their child’s 
life - sharing meals, watching 
television and talking,” noted 
Zepeda, “but parents were 
a little less likely to report 
playing actively with their 
kids. Perhaps we should all 
resolve to be more physically 
active with our kids and have 
a little more fun in 2013.” 

The Kentucky Parent 
Survey assessed the views 
of parents, step-parents, 
grandparents, foster parents 
or other legal guardians of 
children in Kentucky. 

The Parent Survey was 
conducted in July and August 
by the Center for Survey 
Research at the University 
of Virginia. More than 
1,000 parents and guardians 
of children under 18 from 
throughout the state were 
interviewed by phone. The 
survey has a margin of error 
of ±3%. 

Overall, the Kentucky 
parent survey provides a 
snapshot of parental views on 
a number of issues including 
health care, school and 
home life. The final parent 
survey will be released in 
late January and will include 
data from parents on the high 
school dropout age issue 

The first survey report was 
released in September. All 
reports, released to date, are 
available on our website:

In 2013, 
why not focus on one health 
change you’ll enjoy sticking 
to... getting more sleep. 

According to the National 
Sleep Foundation, the average 
American sleeps about six 
hours and 55 minutes per 
night during the week, and 
15 percent of adults sleep 
less than six hours per night. 

“Lack of sleep can take 
a significant toll on your 
overall health and interfere 
with some of your daily 
activities,” said Dr. Michael 
Thorpy, director of the Sleep- 
Wake Disorders Center at the 
Montefiore Medical Center 
in New York. 

Almost everybody has 
trouble sleeping now and 
then, but many Americans 
experience significant 

problems getting to sleep or 
continually wake up in the 
middle of the night and can’t 
fall back asleep. 

Such problems may 
be clinical symptoms of 


insomnia. According to the 
National Sleep Foundation, 
if you have trouble falling 
asleep at night or staying 
asleep, or you wake up in the 
morning feeling unrefreshed, 
you may be suffering from 
insomnia. 

Insomnia can affect people 
in different ways. Some 
sufferers have trouble initially 
getting to sleep, while others 
wake up in the middle of 
the night and have difficulty 
falling back asleep. 

To help you get better sleep 
this year, Dr. Thorpy suggests 
these simple tips: 

• Set and stick to a sleep 
schedule. Establish a regular 
bedtime and wake time. 

• Set aside time at night to 
“wind down.” Spend some 
quiet time before bedtime. 
Such activities as watching 
TV, using the computer or 
working right before bedtime, 
or in the bedroom, can make 
it harder to fall asleep. 


• Avoid caffeine and 
alcohol before bed. 

• Exercise regularly. Just 
don’t exercise rigorously 
near bedtime and check with 
your doctor before starting 
an exercise regimen. 

• Don’t clock-watch. If you 
awaken in the middle of the 
night and stay in bed, don’t 
lie there staring at the clock. 
And don’t watch TV or use 
your laptop or cell phone, 
because these technologies 
stimulate the brain, making it 
tougher to fall back to sleep. 

If these tips don’t help, 
speak with your healthcare 
professional to help 
determine if you are suffering 
from insomnia and require 
treatment.

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Poole named as Clinton City Administrator

After weeks of questions 
and debates, the City Council 
of Clinton officially named 
Allen Poole the position of 
City Administrator during their 
meeting Monday night. Poole 
has been serving as Chief of 
Police in the absence of Snapper 
Seaton, who has been deployed 
to Afghanistan. With Seaton’s 
return to the United States and 
to his role as Chief of Police 
coming within the next couple 
of months, the city council had 
some tough decisions to make. 
The decision to appoint a City 
Administrator was viewed with 


some speculation from the 
public. 

Bill Bone addressed the 
council with concerns about 
why the decision was made and 
how it would affect the tax bills 
of the citizens of Clinton. Bone 
was also concerned about the 
potential “erosion of services” 
that could be a side effect 
of city budget adjustments. 
According to Mayor Tommy 
Kimbro, the appointment of a 
City Administrator will have 
minimal negative impact on city 
finances, and with a little time, 
could drastically improve the 
fiscal situation within the city. 

“We already have a city 
employee who can do a job 


that is badly needed,” Kimbro 
said, “This will not impact your 
tax bill, and there will not be 
a further erosion of services.” 
Since Poole was already a 
city employee, the marginal 
cost of appointing him as City 
Administrator will only cost 
the city less than $5 an hour 
marginally. 

There was also some public 
speculation as to the role of 
a City Administrator. Many 
reasoned that he will only be 
doing the mayor’s job. The 
council explained that while 
the mayor holds a part-time 
position and can be paid no 
more than $300 per month, 
the City Administrator will 


work full-time and accomplish 
much more than the part-time 
mayor and council members 
are able to. According to the 
council, our community is 
far to often ignored by state 
bureaucrats. With a full-time 
City Administrator, these 
bureaucrats will have no choice 
but to address the concerns of 
our community. 

While the City of Clinton 
now has a fulltime City 
Administrator, it is still a mayor- 
council governed city, with 
executive power remaining with 
the mayor. This is in contrast to 
municipal governments like 
Fulton, where the City Manager 
holds executive power and 


governs the city. Clinton’s new 
City Administrator’s role will be 
primarily to attend all meetings 
of municipal parties, and pursue 
grants to improve the well being 
of the community. 

The council passed resolution 
#2012-17-01 during the 
meeting. Under this resolution, 
the City Administrator has the 
authority to act as correspondent 
with the Department of 
Homeland Security and apply 
for and pursue grants thereunto 
pertaining. One such grant will 
be applied for to obtain new 
radios for the police department 
that will comply with the new 
narrow banding laws. The city’s 
radios are too old to be updated,

so they must be replaced 
completely. 


Fiscal Court begins to look for extra space

During last week’s Fiscal 
Court meeting, as well as 
the prior one, the Hickman 
County Fiscal Court discussed 
purchasing the Extension 
building for $50,000. Judge/ 
Executive Greg Pruitt made the 
offer, and then another option 
came open. 

“We were recently informed 
that the high school no longer 
has a use for the former Rec 


Center building,” Pruitt said 
on Monday. Negotiation is 
currently underway to allow the 
UK extension office to move 
into the building beside the high 
school (which is bigger and will 
better serve their needs) at no 
cost out of pocket. 

If the extension office can 
move into that building, the 
County Judge’s office may 
move into the current extension 
building, freeing up more space 
inside the courthouse. 


“If we can make that move,” 
Pruitt said, “The County Clerk 
can move in here and have this 
suite of offices (The County 
Judge/Executive’s current 
office) to work with.” 

As it stands now, the County 
Clerk has very little room to 
work with in the courthouse. 
“We have a serious problem 
with lackof space in this 
building,” Pruitt said referring to 
the courthouse. The electronic 
voting records have been stored 


with the road department 
between elections, but that can 
no longer be done due to the 
nature of the records and their 
need for strict temperature 
regulation. 

“No firm decisions have been 
made on the issue,” Pruitt said. 
Nothing is finalized about the 
move and everything is still 
in the discussion stage, but 
hopefully a solution will arise 
that is to everyone’s advantage.
